While the youth favored of nature is 
drinking freely of knowledge at the many 
excellent schools throughout the country, 
our heart would indeed grieve were no 
provision made for the instruction and 
welfare of that most interesting class of 
our follow-beings—the Deaf-Mutes. But 
in this, as in many other respects, Ontario, 
leads the van. 110, Canada to-day can 
boast of eight institutions for the children 
of silence, and the United States of seven- 
ty-seyen ; but in point of liberal provision, 
excellence of methods, general efliciency 
and management the “* Ontario Institu- 
‘tion,” of which we here give a cut and a 
brief history, stands second to none, 

We shall not go back to the days when 
these children were looked upon as not 
only incapable of instruction, but as little 
aboye the lower creation. By the code of 
Justinian no deaf-mute was allowed to 
make wills, execute deeds of gift or othor 
Tegal instruments, And even in more 
modern times, we have had the no loss 
erroneous idea of General Butler giving it 
out in Congress that a deaf-mute was only 
half a man. Through the march of in- 
tellect, however, and the noble efforts of 

 doyoted men, aided in their philanthropic 
“mission by individuals and governments 
alike, these children, so long held back in 
darkness and ignorance, have been brought 
tothe light of education, becoming there- 
by intelligent, useful members of society. 
The school which forms the subject of this 
sketch occupies asite of commanding 
aspect about amile west of the city, 
Reared on the picturesque shore of Quinte, 
its spacious grounds are lapped by the 
auillng ripples of this dolighttul body of 
water, bringing to it freshness, beauty and 
joy. The year 1870 gave it birth.” The 
rovince, with a liberal hand, watched 
over its cradle, and so steady has been its 
growth and relative influence that to-day 
out of eighty-five institutions in America, 
it ranks cighth only as to number of pupils,

poople of this country, and again and again 
approved of by the poople, is a policy that 
does not insist or suggest levying one cent 
of taxation upon the people for the pro- 
tection of any manufacturer in this coun 
try. But tho Government, “recognizing 
that a certain amount of reyenue must be 
raised, without desiring to increase that 
nu, desire to collect it in such a way 
the collection shall injure as little as 
and i as much 
the various manufacturing 
interests of this country, Now, when 
hon, gontlemen opposite speak of this sub- 
ect of the National Policy as they have 
isan doing for the last few days, it seems 
to me that the references that they make 
to the state of affairs existing within the 
last fow years, as compared with the state 
of affairs existing from 1874 to 1878, are 
not wholly fair, and are, in some sense, 
misleading. We know that in the years 
between 1874 and 1878 there was a depres- 
sion the world over ; and it is worse than’ 
idle for the hon, member for South Oxford 
(Sir Richard Cartwright), an ex-Finance 
Minister, to stand up in this House and ask 
us in heroic terms, if we blame him for the 
depression that then existed in the United 
States. No, Sir, we are not so hard up 
for arguments as that / but I can tell him 
what we do blame him for. We say that 
between 1874 and 8 there was a de- 
»ression the world over, and, among other 
rountries, Canada suffered.” And we say 
hat at the time, something might have 
yeen done to assist the struggling indus- 
ries of Canada,’ and we blame him chat 
nothing was done, And we say that hon. 
gentlemen opposite had not even the ex- 
cuse of inyincible ignorance for their con- 
duct, because they were told again and 
again what was required, not only by those 
outside of this House, but by those in this 
and not only from the op- 
mn benches, but from the ranks 
their own supporters. We know 
hat at that time the farmers of this 
country, in whom hon, gentlemen now take 
such an interest, sent a mammoth petition 
containing, I believe, some hundred thous- 
and signatures, praying for the prote: 
of the farming interests of this country. 
And we know that all the satisfaction the 
petitioners got, and all the assistance they 
received was a gentle intimation from the 
Finance Minister practically to the effect 
that they should work harder, eat Jess, and 
wear cheaper clethes, and thereby they 
could, perhaps, attain the prosperity they 
desired. And the manufacturers represent- 
ed to the Government and the Finance 
Minister that, from one end of the land to 
the other, factories were being closed, and 
industries prostratéd, Andall the assist- 
ance they received wasa hint to betake 
themselves to a locality where, by all ac- 
counts, Manufactured goods would require 
insurance. immediately on their arriyal. 
And not only by outsiders, not only by the 
leader of the Opposition, at that time, but 
by the very Mannisstan who sat behind the 
Government of the day, it was pointed out 
that the policy then existing was a failure, 
that something could be done, and that 
that something was the adoption 
of system of protection. I do 
nk intend to take up the time 
of the House in reading long ex- 
tracts from the speeches of these gentle- 
men.

FLOWERS FOR THE HOUSE. 


The Azalea Is Entitled to a First Place as 
an Indoor Winter Bloomer. 


As in indoor winter bloomer the aza- 
lea is entitled to a place in the very 
front rank, It has been even more popu- 
lar the past winter than ever before. 
Their blooms are of such gorgeous 
bright colorings that they are greatly 
admired and can't help but attract at- 
tention. Now thelr season of blos- 
soms is over and they must receive 
attention for next season. The pots 
should be sunk out of doors and a 
lattice work covering be bullt over 
them to soften the rays of the summer 
sun, As soon as the Jast blossom drops 
off they begin to send out their new 
shoots and then the plant needs care- 
ful attention. The crown tips of the

they can easily be grown in sunny 
places, and with abundant suce: One 
grower of these beautiful flowers has 
produced a new variety this year, hay- 
ing a delicate fragrance. The Indica- 
tions are that the tuberous begonia Is 
only in the early stages of its popular- 
ity. 

None of our bulbous plants is more 
popular than the gladiolus. It is very 
easily grown, is profuse in its flower- 
ing and is one of the most ornamental 
plants that can be put in the garder 
The bulbs require so little sr and are 
fo magnificlent In bloom, outdoors and 
in, that they ought to be in every gar- 
den, It takes from three to five years 
to bring the seed to a flowering bulb. 
The choicest varieties of seedlings arc 
slowest to mature, The poorest sorts Re 
to bloom the third year; the finest of 
all rarely before the fifth.

An Old Bridge Repaired. 


Tt has taken two years to partly re- 
build a bridge at Rome which, It is stat- 
ed, dates from the time of Emperor 
Adrian, an assertion which Is in strict 
nonsonance with many other remarkable 
features distinguishing the Eternal City, 
Tt does not appear that the necessity for 
the partial reconstruction arose from 
any absolute want of repair in the an- 
clent structure itself, but was due to the 
new conditions to which the bridge was 
Subjected In consequence of the works 
undertaken in connection with the im- 
provement of the River Tiber. These 
included the better regulation of the 
course of the river, a widening of the 
channel, and a raising of both banks, 
The result was that one end of the ap- 
proach to the bridge was below the level 
of the newly-raised bank. Originally, 
the structure consisted of three principal 
arches of fifty-six feet span each, and 
three smaller ones of twelve feet. The 
Iater were for the purpose of allowing 
for the passage of floods, and have now 
been replaced by a pair of arches of the

WEALTH OF CHITRAL.

Selling It Like Milk, 
Electricity, put up in storage batter- 
jes of all sizes, ke milk jars, is to he 
prepared for delivery at the doors of 
customers in New York, just as milk 
is now. A company has been formed 
for the purpose, and also to push the 
electric storage battery into general us¢ 
aac L. Rich, one of the officers 
of the new company who has done a 
great deal to perfect the electric stor- 
age battery, says; “There Is no rea- 
son why electricity should not be per- 
fectly portable. There seems to be a 
general idea that in order to haye cu 
rent on tap one must have a dynamo 
and a steam engine to run It, and thug 
incur a large expenditure at the start. 
Nothing could be more erroneous. There 
are thousands of persons who would 
like to run sewing machines or coffe+ 
grinders by electricity or to burn one 
or two electric lights, but who have no 
use for the current in large quantities 
They can now be accommodated.

The interior will be handsomely finished 
in hard wood. The windows will be of 
richly tinted cathedral glass. 

A rough sketch of a gymnasiun was sub- 
mitted to the Board and they instructed 
the Executive Committee to go on with its 
erection and equipment as soon as they 
found themselves possessed of sufficient 
funds. It will cost about $4,000. 

The Board of Management also instruct-

like—throughout the length and breadth of 
the country, the invariable reply of the 
suffering asgriculturists is protection, I 
read from this report under the heading of 
“*Sumuiary of Complaints and Suggested 
Remedies ”: 
There is one point on whieh the people 
are unanimous, and that is that the “eo 
importation of corn is one of the chiof 
causes of depression. 
Mr. FLINT. Will my hon. friend read 
any extracts in which they recommend a 
protective duty on these articles. 
Mr. NORTHRUP. T will give you a 
dozen before I get through, Thero is 
another roport by the assistant commis- 
sioner in the counties of Oxford, 
Gloucester, Wilts and Berks and the 
nei¢hbourhood of Taunton, Somerset. On 
pago 30, ho said : 
There was only one opinion that I receiy- 
ed, wherever I went, as to the cause of the 
depression. It is mataly caused by the gen- 
eral fall of prices owing to foreign imports 
aggravated by unkindly seasons at home. 
This is the opinion firmly held by farmers 
in every locality, and I don’t thins any one 
doubt its soundness, 
As to the remedies suggested, we find on 
pago 37 : 
Farmers throughout the districts which 
have visited, recognizing the fact that it 
is to foreign importations that their mlisfor. 
tancsare mainly due, are very much in 
favor Of some measure of protection which 
will tend to restrict this importation. It is 
said thatagriculturists would be greatly 
benofited by a duty which would discourage 
the importation of flour. In support of this 
farmors point to tho number oF mills nave 
disused, and theabandonmentof which both 
use A diminished demand for labor and 
makes it more difficult for the farmer to sell 
hiscorn than itused to be, for the local 
miller was his best customer. 
That sounds like an extract from one of 
our campaign specches. At Cirencester it 
was said : 
If it wero not for the two local mills still 
left, we should be unable to sell our wheat 
here at all,

The commissioner is himself » free trader, 
and a paper was hand.

Austria on their) visiting cards follow a 
German custom, and print part of their 
title. According to Fashion's dictum, 
their visiting cards should eithor read 
“Wilhelm ” and ** FranziJosoph” respoct- 
ively, or ‘Deutscher Kaiser” and ‘Kaiser 
von Oesterreich.” 

The Prince of Wales, always most correct 
in matters of otiquette, has two sorts of 
cards, ono reading ‘* Albert Edward,” the 
other ‘‘Lo Prince de Galles,” the French 
term being more often used in royal circles 
than the other, French being the univer- 
sal language of royalty, all monarchs haye 
their visiting cards for general use inscribed 
in the Gallic tongue. Some princes use 
cards which give their name and title in 
the native language, but in most cases that 
is done for a purpose. 

The" in front of a royal or princely 
title denotes that the person is a sovereign, 
or, at least, the head of his family. In 
England it is employed in addressing a 
peer—for instance, ‘‘Tho Right Honor- 
able.” Only one Englishman of non*royal 
rank makes bold use of the prefix '* Tho” 
on his visiting card, and this reads, ‘*The” 
Duke of Argyll.” His son’s and his 
daughter-in-law's cards, on the other hand, 
read, ‘‘Marquis of Lorne” and ‘The 
Princess Louiso.”" 

Napoleon's visiting card was two and a 
third inches long, and half as broad. The 
ex-printer to the Tuileries still has a 
sample, which he intends to present to the 
National Museum. Tt retains up to this 
day its white and glossy coat, which was 
due to A special tincture of arsenic. Theso 
arsenic impregnated cards, it was thought 
at the time, caused a good deal of illness. 

The visiting card jof the Emporor of 
Austria reads ;—'Francois Josoph I., 
Empereur d'Autriche, Roi de Hongrie,”’ 
This is in the very worst taste, according 
to English notions, which strictly prohibit 
the use of the Christian name in connec- 
tion with one's title, arson's Weekly.

ed that xt that time Groat Britain was 
literally the mistress of the markets of 
the world. On the other hand was the 
gricultural interest which had been’ pro- 
tected up to that time. But, Sir, at that 
time tho  manufacturors—I presume 
tho hon. gentlemen opposite would 
say as thoy always do — desired 
more protection, and it must be 
patent to all that there was but one way 
under the sun by which further protection 
could be given to the manufacturers of 
England. They had then control of the 
markets of the world. A duty of 
$1 $10 a yard on cotton or 
woollen goods would have been no pro- 
tection to the manufacturers of England, 
since other countries were not exporting to 
her shores, but’ were buying from her.

Mr. A. H. Pottit, Grimsby, who has 
charge of the spraying experiments ordered 
by the Ontario Government, was in 'Toron- 
to on Thursday, Mr. Pettit says they are 
spraying the fruit trees in thirty counties, 
ten in the east, ten in the west, and ten in 
tho north,—and are now going over the 
ground for the third time.

od?” It is admitted that Bridyo st. church 
holds the key of the position, that a much 
stronger caso was made out by that 
church than it was supposed it had 
and that votes were changed by the appeal 
made by Messrs Johnson and Vermilyea is 
conceedéd, whethor or not enough to carry 
the needed two-thirds will only be known 
by the vote of Monday evening. 

‘The Conference proceedings of this morn- 
ing were yoid of public interest, nut so 
those of the afternoon, It was a coinci- 
dence that Belleville’s College and its 
citizens should have taken up so much of 
the afternoon, when a number of your 
citizens were present, haying arrived on 
the Hero's excursion.

Mr. Gordon's zeal was 
catching, the matter of his address 
was well arranged, the points aptly 
put, and in his convictions for the 
causo he was pleading was __ self- 
forgetful. A resolution was enthusiastic- 
ally passed thanking him for his address, 
and pledging to the cause he espoused so 
well, the prayers and nuiterial aid of the 
Conference. Rey. Dr, Dyer next read his 
annual report of the ‘operations of Albert 
College. He said this was his tenth ro- 
port, that each year he had the pleasure 
of reporting ‘this year is the best in the 
history of the College.” If these were 
‘hard times’ Albert College didn’t know 
anything about them, and now they wore 
entering onan era of development and 
assured success he had scarce ever ox- 
pected to sce.

As 
800n as the potato throws out its shoots, 
the parasite grows wih it, running up 
through the tissues of the stems, and 
from about the end of July produces 
beneath the leaves an abundance of 
spores, or seed-like bodies, These are 
exceedingly minute, but are produced 
in such numbers that they frequently 
give a frost-like appearance to the 
under sides of the leaves, When these 
Spores are produced on the leaves, the 
appearance known as “ru: shows it- | 
self in the shape of dark brown spots, 
as represented In fig, 6, which are ca 
ed by the drying up of the tlssues,owing 
te the pfirasite having used up their 

ontents, From the rust stage all fut- 
ure infection takes place.

Sir William Arroll, the English ongi- 
noer, has this to say cf the life of an iron 
bridge: “I have examined a consider- 
ablo number of iron bridges, and one I 
examined was up for 50 ye and the 
parts of it which were properly looked 
after wore practically as good as on the 
day they left the works Some three 
months ago I examined another bridge 
over a river; it had been up 80 4 
and had not been painted for 15 years, 
but there was very littl corrosion, the 
parts that were rusted were parts where 
drips of water had fallen and had not 
been properly attended to, ‘.en, again, 
I oxamined another a few weeks ago 
which had been up for 87 years, aud 
evory pass of that bridge is practically 
as good as on the day it was put up. 
A few years ago I bought tho ma- 
torial for the old Hammersmith Bridge, 
| London, for the purpose of using it as 
a temporary plant in the orection of the 
Forth Bridge, Ithad been up for 62 
| yours, anda groat many of the parts 
had not been painted since its erection, 
as it was impossible to get at then; yet 
| these parts were in a good state of pre- | 
servation—in fact, quite as good as_ 
when they left the works, I took some 
| of the material with which it had been 
painted to ascertain the reason for tho 
good state of preservation it was in, and ' 
the result of the analysis was that the 
material with which it had been painted 
| was genuine white lead. You can see 
from these examples that an iron bridge, 
| properly taken care of by those responsi- 
| bio for it, will last practically for any 
longth of time. The Bonar Bridge, 
which we have just replaced, wii car- 
riod away by the strong floods; it had 
been up for 80 years, The iron purt of 
the bridge, which was 150 feet span, was 
perfectly good, but the musonry piers 
| got scoured out and washed away, 
therefore the ironwork fell into the bed 
of the river and was destroyed.”—Am- 
erican Engineer and R, R. Journal, 


PERPETUAL MOTION. 


Many Inventors Still Chasing the Iguls 
Fatous. 

Our old friend Perpetual Motion seems 
to have lost none of its fatal attraction, | 
says iron and Industries, for a certain ' 
class of inventors, who insist upon still 
further swelling the already well-lined | 
coffers of the Patent Office. The secret | 
wer, in a 
case which has just come under our no- 
tice, iscentrifugal force, Suitable ap- 
parutus for utilizing the said force com- 
prises a shaft, mounted ‘‘so that its ends 
can move in certain directions,” and at 
or near the ends of the shaft, but on op- 
posite sides of its axis, are placed 
weighted arms, which, when the shaft 
has once been started revolving by any 
suitable mechanism, causes its ends to 
move in circular paths, or to reciprocate 
or oscillate. This circular, reciproca- 
tory, or oscillatory motion, maintained 
by the centrifugal force exerted by the 
weights, whon once ‘fairly under weigh,” | 
appears, according to this invention, 
capable of being utilized for driving ma- 
ohinory.

“Potato Scab." Several causes have 
been assigned for this disease, such as

made during the last five years to dl’ 
cover a practical remedy for the ls 
cases, and the be resulta have bee 
necured by treating the seed potato

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RUSSIAN INSTRUMENTS OP PUNISHMENT. 
these days. And even where it does 
exist the present day punishment of 
the “cat,” infiloted with an instrument 
that carries no knots and_seldom more 

| than fifteen or twenty strokes, is not to 
be compared with the sava floggings 
of the past. 

The Russian “knout,” however, is a 
much more terrible instrument of tor- 
ture than the “cat,” as will be seen from 
the accompanying illustration. And. 
unfortunately, one never knows for cer- 
tain how much of the knout is left in 
modern Russia, The telegraph wire 
still at times carries the horrid whizz 
of it from remote Siberia, and only the 
other day came the news from St. 
Petersburg of a new imperial ukase 
“abolishing the use of the knout for the 
punishment of offences committed by 
the peasantry, who have hitherto been 
completely at the mercy of the local 
judges In this respect, because statis- 
tics were submitted to the Czar, show- 
ing that in ten years 3,000 persons, most- 
ly guilty of thefts of produce, had dled 

r punishment with the knout.”’ 

Granted the infilction of the knout, 
the 3,000 deaths are easily believed; the 
instrument itself (supposing this report 
to be true) evidently dies harder than 
{ts victims. But even in Russia, where 
the rod and {ts equivalents have had a 
more extended and bloody existence 
than in any other European state, the 
humaner spirit of the age has been felt, 
and one Is disposed to regard as exag- 
erated the statements just quoted. 
Certainly it had been generally sup- 
posed that the knout was abolished for 
all but the gravest offences, as long ago 
3 1866. But Russia has never been 
& ned wholly by its written laws, 
and there are regions of that empire 
where a ukase may be slow to reach the 
“local judges.”

The Pope's activity in the business of 
the church is ceaseless, He keeps 
watch of his charge in every country ; 
he recelves and holds intercourse with 
pricsts and other visitors from all parts 
of the world ; he composes encyclicals 
upon many subjects; he labors inces- 
santly for the unification of Christen-— 
dom ; he performs all his duties in a 
manner at once precise and vigilant. 
Gladstone, ‘though retired from office, 
ix busy with one thing or another every — 
day of his life. He is engaged at lit- 
erary labor; he travels at home and — 
abroad ; he keeps an eye upon the af 
fairs of Church and State; he gives 
utterance to his views upon public 
questions and retains his interest in 
them ; his powers seem to be in excel- 
lent order ; he takes the greatest enjoy- — 
ment in life and action, He may yet 
again be heard in Parllament. Bis- 
marck, the youngest of the three octo- 
&enarlans, has passed into retirement 
for the remainder of his existence. He 
himself has told, within the past fow 
weeks, of the effort he had to make 
to take part in the celebration of bis 
80th birthday, and to receive the many 
delegations which have waited upon 
him ; his participation in the ceremon- 
jes has been a hard trial for him; ve 
speeches to the delegations have been 
yery laborious and short; and it has 
frequently been necessary that he 
should receive the help of his friends 
while moving about. wal 
Giadstoné’s thoughful, careful and 
yencrablé wife Uves to cheer his yars;

life for any one of the three. It may 
be that the oldest of them will outlive © 
the youngest. 
It is not in every age of the world 
that three such octogenarians as those — 
here spoken of are seen, Itis notoften 
that three veterans of thelr distinct- 
iver of character hold such places 
in the world as they have held contem- 
poraneously. There have been but few 
instances in which a Pope of the years 
of Leo XIII has been as active as he is, — 
Gladstone {s without a parallel In Brit- 
ish annals, Bismarck is without a rival — 
in the past, as he was the first Chan-— 
cellor of the existing German Empire. 
The three octogenarlans must occupy 
a large place In the political and eccle- 
sinstical history of the nineteenth cen~ 
tury.

“perature, Then the machinery lowers 
him slowly into the tub until only his 
face remains above the water. Ice la 
Packed around his head, and he fs left 
there until his temperature Is lowered to 
a point where it Is deemed safe to take 
him out. Then the machinery gently 
‘lifts him again and transfers him to a 
pallet at the side of the room, If a 
second ice bath is not necessary, the 
patient is then removed to one of the 
adjoining wards, 
~ This method of handling ts not only 
attended with less jarring to the pa- 
tent than any other, but it also saves 
the doctors and nurses much exhaust- 
ive work, particularly is the case of 
heayy patients. The apparatus was 
designed by Dr, Lewis A. Stimson, at- 
tending surgeon to the House of Rellef,

It is too course and sour to 
sell well, and the trees are very sus- 
ceptible to the black knot. The Miner 
is a variety that grows very rapid'y 
_ &nd produces an abundance of «a-ly 
Dlossoms, promising a great deal but 
_ gccomplishing nothing. It Is very apt 
to be killed by very cold winters, It 
1s not the plum for northern climat:s 
It may do well enough in the South. 
The Bradshaw is a plum of a very fine 
quality and has the advantage of pro- 
ducing a crop carly {n the seoson, bot 
these qualities are offset by its shyness 
in bearing. If it could be made prolific 
1€ would be an excellent variety, Al!- 
most the same can be ald about the 
Yellow Exg and the Washington. They 
are excellent plums, very large and de- 
Nefous, but they are not profitable for 
wurket. A few trees for ho consump- 
tion are enough. The Purple Eeg is a 
fine large plum, but the t rots 80 
Badly that it nearly discourages one 
in raising it. If the trees can be hard- 
ened in some way so that the rot would 
not attack them this variety would te 
exceedingly desirable. Genii is a Jarze 
purple plum that has this same fault 
| Of being attacked by disease, The biack 
knot is sure to kill the trees, The Green 
Gage and Imperial Gage are rplendid 
plums for canning, and should be raised 
largely for this purpo The Shrop- 
shire Damson ts a {do market 
plum.

American Machinery is Largely Used in 
All European Countrie 

The labor disturbance that has been 
solng on for some time past in the shoe 
manufscturing centres of England is 
due to causes which, fortunately, have 
not come up in a serious form in this 
line of industry in the United States, 
Says an observer of trade conditions, 
American shoe manufacturers and the 
operators in thelr employ have taken 
much more kindly to the introduction 
of labor-saving devices in the way of 
machinery than have those similarly 
engaged on the other side of the At- 
lantic, Almost all of the modern ma- 
chinery used in the boot and shoe fac- 
torles of this and other countries is ma- 
chinery of American invention. We 
have borrowed from the English, French 
and Germans in machinery for the 
manufacture of woolen, cotton and sill 
goods, but in the manufacture of boots 
and shoes the case has been entirely 
different, and the orfginatime faculty 
has existed almost entirely on this side 
of the Atlantic. Up to a few years ago 
the work of manufacturing boots and 
shoes In England was carvied on to a 
large extent, not in great factories ag

Retail- 
ors are also turning their attention to 
fall samples, although not so fully as travel- 
ers would like.

are the prospects for fall trade ?”’ 

There are-many ae ree Bi, 
price of wheat is steadi 
although the present stocks in Canada are 
vory small, tho advance is having a stimu- 
lating effect. When the now crop is 
ready, « better price than last year will 
undoubtedly be realized and this will 
affect trade mightily. Should the ad- 
vanced p) of wheat be maintained, 
retail business should be ten per cent 
better in the fall of 1895 than in the fall 
of 1894. 

But a higher price for wheat is not the 
only encouraging sign. The price of 
horses is advancing, beef and pork ar 
bringing more money, and the producer is 
gotting more for his wool. Hides are up 
in price again, In short, nearly all the 
staple products of the Canadian farm— 
and Canada is essentially a nation of farm- 
ors—bring better prices now than they 
did a year ago, and future prospects are 
good.

‘There i 
little rye offering, 55c is belng paid, b 
prospects are that both rye and buckwheat 
will command big prices this fall on account 
of the failure in’ the European crop. In 
Montreal rye commands 60c and buckwheat 
Bie. 

Peas are worth 7c in Montreal for 66 1bs., 
and oats in the same market command 46¢ 





















to \7e, whilst our buyers here 
are only paying 8c for oats. 
There is a” great diversity of 
opinion asto the future of the prise of 
wheat, as it depends yery much on the 
world’s supply and of course is affected by 





conflicting crop reports. It is estimated 
that the world’s wheat supply, at present, 
is five million bushels short of last year and 
the estimated yield is placed at 67 million 
bushels short of last year. If this estimate 
proves correct, onr dollar wheat has come 
to stay, particularly as the duty of 15e per 
bushel has practically shut out American 
wheat from this market.

electricity. | Whereas the 

process of making steel, the most re- 
markable Industrial discovery of the 
century, as Improved by the Siemens 
Martin process, aliowing a heat of 
2,100 degrees Fahrenheit to be applicd 
in the arts, and as high as 3,600 degrees 
could be reached in labrator! the 
electric arc gives out a heat which has 
been reckoned at 8,700 degrees and \s 
certainly as high as 7,200 deer ‘ah- 
renheit, In consequencé it has become 
possible to reduce easily the most re- 
fractory substances. 

M. ‘Henri Moissan, the celebrated 
French chemist, recently gave the first 
connected account of his important dir- 
coverles to the Congress of Learn:d 
Societies held in Paris. The result h> 
has obtained from working on minerals 
at very high temperatures are remark- 
able. Chemical substances, like chro- 
mium, tungsten and titanium have 
been produced by means of the electric 
furnaces as pure metals, for the first 
time in large quantith His researches 
huye been directed to the effects of elec- 
tric heat rather than to electrolysis, 
which Is the chemical action of the elec- 
tric current, so that he leaves out of 
account one of the most important pro- 
ducts of the electric furnace, alumin- 
jum with its alloys, as it has not yet 
clear how far the reaction in its forma- 
tlon is due to chemical action and how 
far to heat. 

M. Moissan’s electric furnace Is ex~- 
trmely simple; it consists of two 
bricks of quick lime or ordinary lime- 
stone, with a hollow space that con- 
tains the crucible, and two horizontal 
grooves in the lower brick to hold the 
electrodes, The difference between this 
furnace and those hit to used is that 
the material to be heated does not come 
into contact with carbon or carbon va- 
por. The apparatus is a true reverber- 
atory furnace ; an electric reverbatory 
furnace with movable electrodes. The 
lust point fs Important, inasmuch as the 
ability to move the electrodes makes 
it casy to establish the arc, to extend 
or to shorten it at will; it greatly sim- 
plifies the experiments, and has made 
it possible to grapple with 
that could not be solved before.

Son 
old books during a fire in a seragilo of 
Constantinople. were thrown Into the 
sifect, A man without any education 
picked up one of thove books, rad it 
and did not the value of tt, A schol 
ar looked over his shoulder and saw it 
was the frat and ond decades of 
Livy, and he offered the man a large 
reward if he would bring the bool 
to his study, but in the excitement of 
the fire the two parted, and tho first 
and second decades of Livy were for- 
ever lost, Pliny wrote 20 books of his 
tory. All lost, The most of Menander's 
writings lost, Of 130 comedics of 
Plautus, all gone but 20, Buripides 
wrote 100 dramas, All gone but 19. 
ABschylus wrote 100 dramas. All gone 
but seven, Varro wrote the laborious 
biographies of 700 Romans. Not a frag- 
ment left, Quintilian wrote his favor 
ite book on the corruption of eloquence. 
All lost. Thirty books of Tacitus lost 
Dion Cassius wrote 80 books. Only 
remain, Berosius' history all lost. 
Nearly all the old books are mummit- 
fled and are lying in the tombs of old 
libraries, and perhaps once in 20 years 
some man comes along and picks up one 
of them and blows the dust and opens 
it and finds it the book he doesn't want, 
But this old book, much of it 40 cen- 
turies old, stands to-day more discussed 
than any other book, and it challenges 
the admiration of all the good, and the 
spite, and the venom, and the animosity 
and the hypereritiolsm of earth and hell. 
I appeal to your common sens» if a 
book so divinely guarded and protected 
in its present shape must not be In 
just the way that God wants It to come 
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the common enemy Instead of trying to 
make breaches in tho wall! 

While I oppose this expurgation of the 
Scriptures I shall give ou my reasons 
for such opposition, “What,” say some 
of the theological evolutionists, whose 
brains have been addled by too long 
brooding over them by Darwin and 
Spencer, “you don't now really belleve 
all the story of the Garden of Eden, do 
you ? Yos, as much as I belleve there 
were rosea in my garden last summ 
“But,” say they, “you don’t really be 
lieve that the sun and moon stood still? 
Yes, and if I had’strength enough to 
create a sun and moon I could make 
them stand still, or cause the refraction 
‘of the sun's rays so it would appear to. 
stand still, “But,” they gay, “you don't 
really believe that the whale swallowed 
Jonah 2?” Yes, and if I were strong 
enough to make a whale, I could have 
made very easy ingress for the refrac- 
tory prophet, leaving to evolution to 
eject him if he were an unworthy ten- 
ant, “But,” say they, “you don’t really 
belleve that the water was turned 
Into wine Yes, just as easily as 
Water now is often turned Into wine 
with an admixture of strychnine and 
logwood. “But,"" say they, “you don't 
really bellove that Samson slew a thou- 
sand with the jawbone of an ass 2” Yes, 
&nd I think that the man who In this 
day assaults the Bible is wielding the 
same weapon. 

There is nothing in the Bible that 
staggers me. There are many things 
I do not understand, I do not pretend 
to understand, never shall in this world 
understand. But that would be a very 
poor God who could be fully understood 
by the human. That would be a very 
#mall Infinite that can be measured by 
the finite. You must not expect to 
welgh the thunderbolts of Omnipotence 
fn on apothecar’s balance. Starting 
with the {dea that God can do anything 
and that he was present at the begin- 
ning and that he is present now, there 
is nothing in the holy Scriptures to 
fhroug skepticism in my heart. Here 
I stand, a fossil of the ages, dug up 
from the tertiary formation, fallen off 
the shelf of the antiquarian, a man in 
the latter part of the glorious nine 
teenth century, belleving in a whole 
Bible from td to id. 

I am opposed to the expurgation of 
the Scriptures in the first place because 
the Bible in its present shape has been 
to miraculously preserved. F.fteen 
hundreed years after Herodotus wrote 
hia history there was only one manu- 
script copy of it. Twelve hundred years 
after Plato wrote his book there was 
only one manuscript copy of it. God 
Was So careful to have us have the Bible 
in juat the right shape that we have 60 
manuscript coples of the New Testa 
Ment 1,000 years old and some of them 
1,500 years old. This book handed down 
from the time of Christ or just after the 
time of Christ by the hand of auch men 
48 Origen In the second century and 
Tertullian in the third century and by 
Men of different ages who died for thelr 
Principles. The three beat copies of the 
New Testament in manuscript in th 
Possension of the three great churches— 
the Protestant church of England, the 
Greek Church of St. Petersburg and the 
Toomish church of Italy.

Not only have all the attempts to de 
tract from the book failed, but all the 
attempts to add to it. Many attemp(s 
were made to add the apochryphal 
books to the Old Testament. The cour 
cil of Trent, the synod of Jerusalem, 
the bishops of Hippo, all decided that 
the apochryphal books must be added 
to the Old Testament. "They mu-t 
stay In,” sald those learned men, but 
they staid out. There is not an Intelll- 
gent Christian man to-day that will 
put the book of Maccabees or the book 
of Judith beside the book of Isaiah or 
Romans, Then a great many sald, 
“We must have books added to the 
New Testament,” and there were epls- 
tles and gospels and apo’alypses writ- 
ten and added to the New Testament, 
but they have all fallen out. You can- 
not add anything, You cannot subtract 
anythin, Divinely protected book In 
the present shape, Let no man dare to 
Jay his hands on it with the intention 
of detracting from the book or casting 
out any of these holy pages. 

Besides that, I am opposed to this ex 
purgation of the Scriptures becauve If 
the attempt were successful it would be 
the annihilation of the Bible, Infidel 
geologists would say, “Out with the 
book of Genesis.” Infidel astronomers 
would say, “Out with the book of Jos- 
hua." People who do not believe in the 
atoning sacrifice would say, “Out with 
the book of Leviticus,."” People who do 
not belleve in the miracles would say, 
“Out with all those wonderful stories 
in the Old and Ne staments,”’ and 
some would s ‘Out with the book of 
Revelation,” and others would say, 
“Out with the entire Pentoteuch,”’ and 
the work would go on until there would 
not be enough of the Bible left to be 
worth as much as last year's almana-, 
The expurgation of the Scriptures 
means thelr annihilation, 

I am also opposed to this proposed ex- 
purgation of the Scriptures for the fact 
that in proportion as people beecm 

self sacrificing and good*and holy and 
consecrated they like the book as it is. 
1 have yet to find a man or a woman 
distinguished for self sacrifice, for con- 
secration to God, for holiness of Ife, 
who wants the Bible changed.

Kava is the native drink, and its use 
and the manner and ceremony of its 
Preparation being among the mo t an- 
cient customs of Polynesia, it me.ils, 
I think, a short description, Keva ty 
an indigenous tree, more or less plonu- 
ful throughout the South a Isilon 's, 
the root of which is employed n jhe 
manufacture of the drink. When visi- 
tors are present, much mony 15 ob- 
served in its preparation, 
round bowl of dark-colored wood is pro- 
duced, its interior shining with a biue 
enamel-like coating, caused by the d>- 
posit of the root. Generally sp aXii g, 
the best bowl is the property of the 
Village, and much care js taken and 
time spent in polishing and preserving 
the enamel in the interior, 

Three young girls, with shining white 
teeth, chosen usually from the “be.le, 
of the ville Seat themselves a:ound 
the 
kaya root, This they proceed to break 
up into small pieces, and putting them 
into their mouths, chew the dry root till 
it is reduced to a pulp, which is placed 
from time to time in the bowl. A sulli- 
clency having thus been prepared, 
water is poured in, and the whole mix-

are then drawn through the liquid to 
strain out any small piece of the rcot 
which may remain. The drink is row 
complete, and Is passed around in cups 
of cocoanut shell to the chiefs and prin- 
cipal people of the assemb’y in order 
of rank.

USE MORE FERTILIZERS. 


Stringent laws, and the careful work 
done by the stations, have driven dis- 
honest mén from the fertilizer industry 
Our manufacturers are, as a class, re- 
Mable, and are themselves Interested in 
the success of fertilizers. If the farm- 
er can intelligently purchase the raw 
materials and mix them he should do 
So, but the most available plan is to

will contain sufficient ofl to last for 24 
hours continuous burning, the cost of 
the light being, it is estimated, about 
one-eighth to one-fourth of a penny per 
hour for the full power named, 

The oll reservoir is at thetop of the 
lamp, and there fs connected to it a 
stout brass tube which runs downward 
and is provided at Its lower end with aj 
filtering wad of cotton wool to arrest 
ony impurities the oll may contain, 
When it has passed this medium the oll , 
flows along a small-bore brass tube 
which colls spirally around the main 
casing of the lamp and from the upper | 
end of this tube the oll falls, drop by 
drop, down a slanting Iron tube into the 
“gas chamber," where it becomes va- 
porized, the gas generated escaping 
down through tubes to the burner, 

The gas jets frum these tubes, which 
ure very close together, unite when ig- 
nited in one lar round flame of In- 
tense light and beautiful whiteness, the 
light being absolutely steady and hav- 
ing no ill effect upon colors, even of 
the most delineate tints. 

Vhe size of the flame ts Ingeniously 
regulated by means of the spiral tube, 
which is wound upwards round the 
Jamp casing, upon which it is caused 
to slide by means of a screw lift. When 
the upper end of the spiral tube is rais- 
ed so as to be above the level of the oll 
in the reservoir, the supply of oll to 
the gas chamber Is at once cut off, and 
the light is extinguished. On again de- 
pressing the spiral tube, however, until 
its top end Is below the reservoir, the 
oll at once begins to flow, drop by drop, 
tu the gas chamber, and as the tube 
is further depressed, so the pressure of 
the oll supply Increases until the maxi- 
mum light Is obtained. 

A certain amount of heat Is needed, 
of course, to vaporize the oil In the gas 
chamber, but when the Nght has once 
been started, this Is easily performed 
by the heat of its own flame, the initial 
heat to start the lamp being obtained 
through burning methylated spirit or 
petroleum for the outdoor lamp in the 
cup below the burners,

ling Turnips. 


As regards the feeding of turnips to 
milch cows, of which there is consid- 
erable being said against of late on ac- 
count of thelr characteristic flavor be- 
ing imparted to the butter, T will say 
this much: I have fed out a great 
many turnips, particularly rutabagas, 
to milch stock, but have never noticed 
hat they affected milk or butter flay- 
or except when fed excessively or 
when cows have eaten heartily of the 
green tops. Have always rationed out 
the turnips in winter in conjunction 
with hay and corn fodder, I have no- 
ticed, however, that milk from cows 
that have broken into a growing neld 
of these roots and gorged themselves 
on the green tops, had a pronounced 
foreign flavor, The reason of this is 
that the leaves are much more pungent 
than the mild, sweet-flayvored roots that 
should be fed, It happens also that 
many of the turnips raised by being 
wrown On improper soll, among weeds, 
or coming from poorly-selected seed, 
vere tough in texture and strong in flavor, 
If your milk tastes of the roots that 
you are feeding, it is quite possible that 
it may be due to some of the causes I 
have enumerated. Such has been my 
personal experience at least. There are 
also many domestic makers who regu- 
larly produce a quality of butter that 
sults their own Individual taste: Be- 
cuuse other people may not like thelr 
butter they imagine that its good points 
aro ngt appreciated and endeavor to 
bring consumers to their tastes instead 
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of catering to the tastes of consumers, |

To Hold the Scent of Ronen. 

The month of roses will be here short- 
ly, and the customary flood of enquiries 
about the making of rose jars will be 
poured over the land. 
Here ts a recipe for the old-fashioned 
kind that lasts, a rose jar filled by this 
precise plan in 1832 being fragrant yet. 
Gather the roses in the early morning as 
800n as the dew has dried off and select 
only the most fragrant varieties. A 
Jerge quantity of roses or of rose leaves 
dwindles into a very small quantity of 
dried leaves, be it remembered. 
Given a peck of roses, pick off the 
leaves and sprinkle over them three- 
quarters of a pound of salt, Let them 
remain two or three days, and if fresh 
leaves are added each day, sprinkle ad- 
ditional salt over them. 
At the dnd of three days mix with the 
cured rose leaves half a pound of finely 
pounded bay salt, the same quantity 
of allspice, cloves and brown sugar, a 
quarter of a quarter of a pound of gum 
benzoin, and two ounces of orris root, 
Add one gill of brandy and any sort 
of fragrant flowers, such as orange 
and lemon flowers, lavender and lemon 
scented shrubs, or any other sweet 
sented shrubs. They should be per- 
fectly dry when added. 
The mixture should be occasionally 
stirred and kept in close covered jars, 
the covers to be raised only when the 
perfume is destred in the room,

In the colt the incisor and the first 
three molars on each jaw are always 
temporary and replaced by permanent 
teeth some time during the animal's 
life. The last three molars are always 
permanent and are never replaced. The 
teeth make their appearance as fol- 
lows : The two middle incisors and the 
first three molars make their appear- 
ance before or some days after birth; 
the first laterals four or six weeks after 
birth, second laterals or corner 
teeth, six or nine months after birth, 
the fourth molar (first permanent ones) 
is cut at 10 to 12 months of age. At 
two and one-half years the middle in- 
cisors and the first and second molars 
are replaced. At the same time the fifth 
molar _is cut, At three and one-half 
the first Jateral incisors and the third 
molar are replaced. At four and one- 
half the corner teeth are replaced, and 
the sixth molar Is cut. In case of a 
male the canine teeth are also replaced 
at four and one-half. 


Water in the Pasture Field. 


The secure water tub in the pasture 
shown In this little picture will not be 
pushed over by stock, and will prevent 
a mischievous animal from circling 
about the watering place to drive the 


younger or weaker stock away. If a 
light cover or roof is placed over the 
tub to keep out the hot sun so much 
the better. If the tub Is fed from a 
spring, see that the spring is tightly 
covered to keep It cool and to keep cat- 
tle from tramping In it and fouling it

PROTECLION VINDICATED. 
. — . 
The recent experience of the Republic 
of Chile is another vindication of the prin- 
_ ciple of protection. Tn a series of articles 
. in the Engineering Magazine, setting forth 
the resourves of that and other South Amer- 
jcan countries, Courtney De Kalb says that 
“since the reyolution of 1890-01, Chile has 
entered upon a new era of industrial dovel- 
opment, The newly constituted authori- 
_ ties adopted a policy of protection from tho 
outset. ‘They not only protected home. 
industries by the imposition of duties upon 
imports, but adopted a system of subsidies, 
or bounties, to special enterprises. Tho 
growth of manufactures has been tremen- 
- dous in the short space of time since the 
~ new policy was adopted—only about threo 
years. Starting with almost nothing in the 
__-way of manufacturing plants, Chile has now 
no lesa than 100 soap factories; a native 
bottle factory isin operation at Lota, and 
the manufacture of illuminated glass has 
been undertaken. Woollen mills are es- 
tablished near Santiago and at Tome ;_4 
“tobacco factory in Valparaiso is running 
s with a force of 120 employees ; and thore 
are other plants for the manufacture of card- 
board, paper, bricks, earthenware, pipes, 
__ enameled ironware, cement and chomicals. 
_ There is a nail factory at Chillean, » sugar 
4 refinery at Vina del Mar, and sugar mills 
on several estates. Almost all the blasting 
~ powder used in Chile is now produced in 
native factories, employing the nitrate of 
tho country, and every important hocienda 
in the agricultural districts possesses a flour 
mill as part of its equipment, many being 
. of the modern roller type. There are rice 
=, factories at Santiago and Valparaiso, and a 
bY Dal brewery and a factory for carbonated beve- 
__ rages in Santiego, The points named and 
all the large centres possess, in addition, 
large workshops, foundries, and machine 
shops, some of thom manufacturing loco- 
motives and steam pumps.

Iknew a dogin Treland—a large re- 
triever—who had been taught always to 
bring his own tin dish in his mouth to be 
filled at the late dinner.

He and a porter tried to lock up the dog, 
but he flew viciously at any one who at- 
tempted to touch him, although he was 
not above accepting food. For the next 
three days his behavior was entirely 
methodical ; starting from the station in 
the morning, he came back dejected and 
tired at night. At Inst, on the ovening of 
the third day, he reached home, some nino 
miles away, along roads which he had not 
before travelled, a sorry object, and do- 
cidedly the worse for wear; after somo 
food he slept for 24 hours straight off.

Orchard Lrrigation. 
The only irrigation I have practiced 
Is to water an orchard of about 1,000 
fruit trees. I use a 300-gallon tank, 


mounted on a wagon, The tank ts Mill- 
ed by means of a wind-pump. When 
d.outh begins to check the growth of 
the trees, I rake the dry earth away 
from the base of the tree to a depth of 
four to six inches, and three or four 
feet in all directions, I then hitch a 
team to the water wagon, draw to the 
orchard, and put 20 to 25 gallons of 











water around each tree, As oon as it 
soaks away, and before the surface 
dries, I rake the dry earth back about 
the tree, where it acts a mulch, I 
have never found it necessary to give 
more than two such waterings to carry 
the trees through the driest season,

Much butter is ruined by bad cellars. 

A cow in poor condition will be sure 
to glve her owner poor milk. 

Kicking and restless cows are a nuls- 
ance in the cairy. 

In salting butter, the taste is of more 
importance than preservation. 

Ripen the cream uniformly; souring 
1s not ripening. 

The longer a cow goes in milk, the 
smaller and richer the milk, 

By curing milk before setting, t 
mal and other odo;s can «scape. 

A cow will elther put her feed In the 
pail or upon her back, she must dispose 
of it in some way. 

The amount of loss of butler-fat in 
cheese-making does not depend upon 
the extra richness of the milk. 

In many localities farmers do not 
pay a sufficient amount of attention to 
winter dairying. 

Wi h the same cows th> hardness in 
butter depends more upon the character 
of the food than upon its nutritive ratio, 

In buying cows do not judge them 
solely by the amount of milk they will 
give; quality Is equally important. 

It is important in-breeding to have 
the service of the best bulls, they should 
always be better than the cows they 
ser 

Under orJirary conditions the mik 
can be more th roughly crsamed is the 
milk be drawn from underneath, leav~ 
ing the cream undisturbed. 

The cow in order to be a good ylelder 
of milk must be o hearty cater with 
good d'gestive and assimilative powers. 

It is a good plan to breed heifers ear-

The range of quality in the milk ob- 
tained from healthy and well fed cows

In nearly all cases it will pay to re- 
memb:r that ground feed wil give 
much better results than whole grain, 

Uniformity in the churning and other 
Processes connected with butter mak- 
ing ae casential in profitable butter- 
making. 

It is the private tests with individual 
herds given ordinary feed and care that 
are the most benefit to the average 
dairyman. 

Change of. food is necesary both in 
contributing to the general health of 
the animal and as a means of stimula- 
ting the digestive organs, and in this 
way increasing the secretion of milk.

“From the physical point of view the 
evidence all points in the vtrary di- 
rection, The records of athleticism, so 
far they can be taken guide, 
that man is improving 
rather than d generating, The spirit 
of adventure is as rife as ever, though 
the field for its exercise of necersity be- 
comes more limited. Even your young 
Guardsman, who {s usually represented 
as the type of all that is lazy and dis- 
solute, Is not behindhand in volunteer- 
ing for a Soudan or Nile campaign 
whenever he gets the chance, Men are 
as ready as ever to risk their lives in 
distant travel and exploration, if only 
for amusement. In the Alps, the Cau- 

asus, the Andes and the Himalayas, 
peaks are scaled and climbing feats per- 
formed which twenty years ago would 
have been deemed impossible, I do not 
say that all these things are wise or 
admirable; but at least they are eyi- 
dence of latent energy that must have 
an outlet somehow, of stcam that must 
finds its vent somewhere, 

From the moral point 
Stutileld thinks there is more serlous 
purpose In men’s lives than formerly 
and more high thinking. He then gives 
the following diagnosis of the situation: 

‘I canont help thinking that woman's 
rebellion in its latest form springs from 
the altered conditions of contemporary 
Social existence. If ‘the sex’ are going 
on strike there is a reason for it. I 
may be wrong, but I suspect that the 
movement arises in the main from the 
celibate tendencies of modern mankind. 
What ts called the Sex Problem, or the 
Woman Question, resolves itself largely, 
into the question of marriage. In the 
words of Mrs. Grand, ‘the Woman 
Question Is the Marri»ge Question, To 
speak plainly, man’s chief crime in the 
average woman's eyes {s that he docs 
not marry her. This is the head and 
front of hig offending, though, as we 
have seen, many other crimes ar lald 
at his door, Herein we have the real 
origin of the revolt of the daught ra, 
as the perfectly natural demand of the 
girls for rather more liberty is some- 
what unreasonably called.” 

The “decline of marriage” is treated 
as something generally conceded in 
England, and after quoting a numbér 
of opinions regarding the reason for 
this decline, no two of which agree, the 
writer goes on to give his owr opinion 
as follows : 3 

“The real reason must be sought in 
the bad times, in the gloom and uncer- 
tainty of the present business outlook. 
I do not believe that the men of our 
day are any more misdgamists than 
their forefathers. They are not 80 ro- 
mantic, perhaps, for they have lost 
most of their illusions; but their in- 
stincts are no less sound and healthy 
They remain bachelors, not because 
they cannot afford the luxury of a wife. 
Of my own rich or well-to-do friends 
by far the larger proportion are mar- 
ried, which would seem to point to tne 
permanence of the matrimonial im- 
pulses, so Jong as the means for satis- 
fying them exist. For most of the 
others a state of single blessedness is a 
matter of dire necessity, or at any 
of ordinary prudence, Never was a l.v- 
ing so difficult to make as now; never, 
from a monetary point of view, was the 
prospect more cheerless.” 

The writer goes Into an analysis of the 
condition of business and of the pro- 
fessions in England,and finds no re@son 
to belleve that the present generation is 
likely to see the prosperity of our fath- 
erst enjoyed. Profits are vanishing In 
business, men are learning to adjust 
their difficulties without the use of law- 
yers, hard times for agriculture mean 
hard times for literature, a 
church, the university. What ma 
depression all the harder to bear is the 
training this generation has récelved. 
He says: 

“Living Is no doubt 
but there is a much 
of luxury. In other words, péopls 
nowadays—men and women, I would 
observé—have more wants. As the say- 
ing is, they expect to begin where their 
fathers left off, Small wonder, then, 
if, at a time when the means of satis- 
fying those wants are harder than ever 
to obtain, and the outlook Is such as 1 
have described, the man of modest 
means pauses before he puts his head 
into the matrimonial noose. If he docs 
offer himself as a ‘candidate for mar- 
riage,’ it 1s usually late In life, which 
doubtless accounts for the number of 
elderly Cupids one sees mating with 
spinsters of uncertain ages, He fs no 
believer in the gospel of depopulation 
(though sooner or lat that kno 
problem will have to be faced), but h 
refuses to recognize the propagation 
of paupers a8 a paramount social duty, 
The command to ‘be fruitful und multl- | 
ply and replenish the earth,’ loses some- 
what of its force In an age when most 
people think that the world Is too full 
already.” 

The conclusion of the whole matter is, 
quoting from Carlyle, that we must 
Jessen the denominator of our desires 
rather than increase the numerator 
of our enjoyments, if we are to enlarge 
tho value of the fraction of Ife,

In the course of the discusston on 
Friday night, Sir C. H, Tupper said: 
The hon. member for Huron (Mr. Mc- 
Millan) who has just spoken on behalf 
of the farmers, will sympathize with 
us when I tell him that to-day 1 nave 
seen two letters from farmers wno are 
interested In the binder twine business 
established by the Patrons, and who 
are complajning that We are selling 
twine too low to the farmers, The let- 
ters to which I have referred say that 
we are selling below the price charged 
by the establishment that fs run by the 
Patrons of Industry. 

Mr. Sproule: Is there any truth in 
the report that the Binder Twine Com- 
pany of Brantford proposed to come to 
any understanding with the Govern- 
ment with regard to price, so as to form 
a combine both with your company and 
with the Canada Cordage Company?

The college enrollmont has stead- 
ily increased, until the present attendance 
is quite beyon’ the capacity of the building, 
rendering enlargement a necessity, Mr, 
Hart A. Massey, of Toronto, has offered 
$10,000, provided an equal amount could 
be secured, aud already the citizens of Bello- 
villo have subscribed $14,000, It is found 
upon plans of new building being propared 
that $30,000 in all will bo needed to perfoct 
tho onlargomont and improvements roquir- 
ed, ‘Thus $20,000 required to pay off the 
balance of debt and meet the expense con- 
sequent upon improvement. Youreommit- 
too would recommend that the Rey, KE. Rob.

ex-president of the Conference, be given an 
assistant pastor for a part of the year, and 
with the aid of the pastor of Bridge Street 
church, undertake the canvass.

Emery camo from Cincinnati, He was 
conducting an electric belt business there 
and he became involved in serious trouble 
through a violation of tho United States 
postal laws and was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury and locked up. 
Frienda went on his bonds, Emery, who 
#aw prison staring bin in tho face, for 















he felt incapable of putting up a xood 
defence, fled to Toronto. 
As his offence was not extraditable, 


bo made no secret as to who he was. He 
rented apartments in Queen-strect west 
and rete Dicame acquainted with the 
men-about-town, A few months after 











his arrival here: his wife followed him 
to Toronto. They had a lively moeet- 
ing at one of the hotels, and sho returned 
to Oblo. 

A wook of two afterwards Emory 
‘rented an olfiee fu ‘the: Pythian Block, 
Qoeen and Vietorin-strosts, employed a 
couple of typewriters and wrote a book 
of 60 pages, purporting to give an ac- 





count of his persecution in Ohio, ‘Two 
hundred thousand copies of the books 
Were printe wailed to ey resi- 





dont of Cinciuoati, and a few distribut- 
ed in this city, Emory set forth in his 
brochure that ho was married to a 
doughter of the then postmaster at Cin- 
cinuati, that he had used tho mails with 
the knowledge of his father-in-law, that 
ho had trouble with his wife and com- 
mencod an action for divorée, and™that 
her father had then informed the 
Washington authoritics of what was 
going op Emery continued to reside in 
Toronto. Hé had plenty of niopey, and 
always carried it on his person in a balt. 
Ho was &n inveterate amoker. consuming 
from 15 to 20 cigars a day. He usually 
emerged from his rooms about 10 o'clock 
janthatimoraing, oud «pont several hours 
daily in fine weather seated on the 
benches in the Metropolitan Church 
grounds. Of medium height, florid com- 
Plexiou, with heavy mustache of light 
color and with a habitual scowl on his 
face he attracted general attention. He 
inyarinbly kept to his rooms at night, 
sud could never be induced to go down 
town after souset by his few intimates, 
explaining that as he carried considerable 
mouey on his person it would be unsafe 
to do so, 

Afew weeks ago Emery was obse 
to have a companion, also a étranger in 
the city, Chis man was coustautly in 
Ewery’s company, and roomed with him 
in Chureh-street, and those who knew 
Emery’s history concluded that he was 
likewise a fugitive from ucrosa the bor- 
der. 

It appears, howoyer, that Emery did 
uot enjoy his forced exile in Toronto. He 
longed to return to Cincinnati, Before 
settling iu Ohio’s Metropolis he had been 
nm resident of Bulfalo, and while thi 
formed the acquaintance of Attorney Oc- 
tuyius Cottle. A year ago he wrote to 
Cottle asking thut the lawyers scttle 
in such w way that he might come back. 
The only way to accomplish this end 
was to have the indictment quashed, or 
to eecure the promise of a pardon from 
the President in case Emery returned, 
pleaded guilty and was sent to prison, 
he bond that Emory had jumped was 
heavy, und he would haye to settle it 
With those friends who had supplied it, 
The negotiations with Cottle were con- 
tinued and Emery began to send on such 
wouey as the lawyer needed to push the

It is not exactly kuown how much 
moucy passed iuto the attorneys hands, 
bot it ia said to have been between 
$15,000 and $17,000.

The 
Dioyele, while an instrument of gym- 
nastics, is at the same time an ap- 
paratus of progress, and of equilllbriun, 
Por progress it exacts but a minimum 
‘expenditure of force, which in moder- 
ated movements is yery inferior to tne 
expenditure made in walking. Equill- 
brium is attained without effort 
through a combined and harmontous 
movement of afl the muscles; It is this 
Mecessary harmony of the movements 
which complete a woman's triumph on 
a bicycle, Woman cycles well, as she 
dances well, No one will dispute this 
superiority of woman, even when the 
dance exacts vigorous effort. 

Among acrobats, who exercise at the 
same time strength and equiposp, wo- 
men, he says, even when they aré phys- 
feally inferior to men, are more perfect 
4nd harmonious in their movements. A 
Woman on the bloycle finds not only 
Occasion to exercise these inclinations 
of her organization, but derives there- 
from a veritable satisfaction, 

Woman has established beyond doubt, 
the doctor says, that the bicycle does 
not subject her to anfexpenditure of 
force to which she i#not equal. She 
recognizes In the bicycle the most 
“measurable of all instruments of 
muscular exercise. Not only can tho 
bieycle be worked at the least expendt- 
ture of force, but the expenditure at 
all times can be graduated. 

This new exercise, the doctor recog- 
nizes, calls for a radical change in cos- 
tume, The half masculine attire at- 
tracts her, but her taste and good sense, 
he is confident, will eventually evolve 
something attractive and conventent. 
The tangible outcome of the tnnova- 
tion the doctor hesitates to predict, 
Certainly the first result observed |g the 
general development of the muscular 
System, 

“T have seen,” he says, “women ob- 
liged to change all the arm holes of 
thelr gowns, so great was the muscular 
development of the top of their should- 
ers. Another fact observable to-day 
is that enlarged muscles can be retained 
until advanced age, 

“Bicycling imparts to woman's walk 
more assurance. One feels in her pres- 
ence confidence in her strength. 

“Her walk hitherto has often been 
uncertain, irregular. Sha would hes 
tate to advance or pass in haste in a 
dangerous place and would run the 
sreatest risks because she did not know 
how to measure the danger.”

sparkling diamonds,

ornaments shaped lke the fleur-de-lis, 
with four rubles In the centre, and 
surrounded by diamonds, containing 85 
86 and 87 diamonds, From the Mal 
cross spring four imperial arches, com- 
posed of oak leaves and diamonds. The 
leaves are formed of 728 diamonds; 
pearls represent the acorns and 54 dia- 
monds the cups. 

From the upper part of the tmperial 
arches hang suspended ifour large pen- 
dant-shaped pearls, set in diamond 
cups, each cup being formed of tweleve 
diamonds, the stems from each of the 
four hanging pearls being incrusted 
with twenty-four diamonds, Above the 
arch is the mount, which fs made of 438 
diamonds, The zone and arc are repre- 
sented by thirty-three diamonds. On 
the summit of the throne is a cross, 
which has for its centre a rose-cut sap- 
phire set In the centre of fourteen large 
diamonds, 

Altogether the crown comprises one 
large ruby, one large sapphire, twenty- 
slx smaller sapphires, eleven emeralds, 
four rubles, 1,363 brilllants, 1,273 r 
diamonds, four pendant-shaped pea 
and 273 smaller pearls.
